In Greenbelt 

The Concept of Greenbelt Towns 

by Mary Moien 
In the early thirties, Franklin Roosevelt promised to 
“forge new tools for a new role of government in a democ¬ 
racy - a role of new responsibility for new needs and in¬ 
creased responsibility for old needs, long neglected/' Two 
of these needs were unemployment and the shortage of 
housing, Rexford Tugwell, head of the newly-formed Re¬ 
settlement Administration, sought to attack the housing 
shortage in a number of ways; one of the boldest and most 
controversial was the building of “greenbelt towns/' He 
liked the idea of encircling a new community with a girdle 
of undeveloped land.

The heavy, soggy snow 
which began to fall in the 
Washington area on Sunday 
night caused widespread 
power outages and major 
damage to trees in Green¬ 
belt. George Smith, Director 
of Public Works, said Tues¬ 
day that the extent of dam¬ 
age is still being assessed. 
He estimated that cleanup 
work would take about two 
weeks. 

The city public works crews 
again performed the street-plow¬ 
ing miracle which Greenbelters 
have come to expect. The snow 
plows were on the streets by 
about 9 p.m. Sunday night and 
some crews worked through the 
night until 4 p.m. Monday. Smith 
said that all city streets were 
passable by Monday morning. In 
Springhill Lake, where the city 
maintains the perimeter roads 
arid the management plows in¬ 
ter yot at ta and bide walks, resi¬ 
dents were “able to move by 
Monday noon at the latest/’ said 
Lewis Beall, Director of Property 
Management. 

Power losses were sustained in 
almost all parts of the city. Ac¬ 
cording to Kevin Kase, Pepco 
Media Relations representative, 
this storm caused the worst out¬ 
ages Pepco has ever experienced. 
At the height of the storm, 110,- 
000 customers in Maryland and 
the District of Columbia were 
without power. About 15,000 were 


The Board of Public Works is 
the highest administrative body 
in the state. It approves all trans¬ 
fers of property, all expenditures 
of open space and all capital ex¬ 
penditures by the state. Goldstein 
sits on the board along with Gov¬ 
ernor William Donald Schaefer 
and State Treasurer Lucille Mau¬ 
rer. 

Declared surplus by the Prince 
Georges County Board of Educa¬ 
tion in 1978, the former unused 
school site located between the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
and Greenbelt Homes, Inc. prop¬ 
erty has not been officially desig¬ 
nated surplus by the county coun¬ 
cil.

held by the county will mature at

Since 1978 the city has sought 
to acquire the unused land for 
its park system, but there were 
many roadblocks—the years of 
TRIM when the county looked for 
additional revenues from the sale 
of surplus land, the various coun¬ 
ty surplus land bills, the question 
of whether the original owners 
had “reverter rights” that would 
let them regain ownership of the 
property and the recent issue of 
retroactive bonded indebtedness. 

In frustration, the city council 
in December appealed to State 
Senator Leo Green, and to dele¬ 
gates Charles Ryan, Joan Pitkin 
and Mary Conroy of Maryland’s 
23rd District, The legislators, re¬ 
sponding quickly, pointed out in 
their December 30 letter to Gold¬ 
stein: . . when a surplus school 

building is converted to another 
public use, the state continues to 
assume responsibility for the pay-

What was really significant 
about the greenbelt towns, how¬ 
ever, was the government’s will¬ 
ingness to become directly in¬ 
volved in their planning and 
building and in seeing to it that 
these new communities met press¬ 
ing human needs in a creative, 
life-enhancing way. The objec¬ 
tives were to provide decent 
housing for families with low in¬ 
comes, to provide jobs for the 
unemployed, and to test how 
cheaply sturdy, permanent hous¬ 
ing could be built, as this was 
only one small part of the gov¬ 
ernment’s strategy for economic 
recovery and funds were severely 
limited. (These excerpts are tak¬ 
en from New Towns, Building 
Cities from Scratch by Munzer 
and Vogel.) 

In December 1933, Tugwell 
urged Eleanor Roosevelt to visit 
the National Research Center 
near College Park, where Tug¬ 
well thought the nearly submar¬ 
ginal land could be turned into 
a garden city. Both believed that 
the new communities should set 
a pattern for a new America and 
that a town manager would have 
social and educational responsi¬ 
bilities over the residents. Mrs. 
Roosevelt stated: “It’s not pure¬ 
ly a housing problem. You can¬ 
not build houses and tell people 
to go and live in them. They 
must be taught how to live.” 
(Eleanor and Franklin by J, P. 
Lash). How these social and edu¬ 
cational responsibilities were 
carried out had profound effects

To Get 2 Interest Forms 

Customers of the former Com¬ 
munity Savings and Loan are re¬ 
ceiving two Forms 1099-INT for 
use in declaring interest income 
on their 1986 income tax returns 
according to a spokesperson for 
the Maryland Deposit Insurance 
Fund. MDIF is responsible for 
closing out the affairs of the de¬ 
funct savings and loan. 

Mellon Bank, which took over 
the Community accounts, has 
sent out to customers the form 
for interest earned in the period 
May 13-December 31, 1986. The 
Community S&L receivership or¬ 
ganization is scheduled to mail 
the second form on March 2, 
showing interest earned for Janu¬ 
ary 1-May 12, 1986, together 
with a special letter explaining 
methods of reporting that inter¬ 
est. 

Last year the Internal Revenue 
Service granted special adminis¬ 
trative relief to depositors whose 
accounts at Community were sub¬ 
ject to withdrawal restrictions. 
That relief allowed deferral of 
income tax on the interest cred¬ 
ited to those accounts in 1985 
until such time as the interest 
became available for withdrawal. 

Depositors of Community are 
advised by the IRS that they may 
want to delay filing their 1986 re¬ 
turns until they have received the 
second Form 1099-INT and the 
special letter. 


on early residents and will be 
developed in a future article. 

In 1982, Dorothy Lauber, a 
Greenbelt city staff member, 
compiled a collection of recollec¬ 
tions from the early days. There 
are some remembrances from 
three men who helped to build 
Greenbelt. Two still live here. 

Chester Draper was a regional 
engineer for the Resettlement 
Administration and second in 
charge of construction of Green¬ 
belt until December, 1936 when 
he was transferred to a project 
in West Virginia. 

“I was a construction engineer 
and all my experience previously 
had been with housing projects. 
When Greenbelt was being built, 
it was divided up into sections, 
and my section was the commer¬ 
cial center and the school, in 
addition to the lake. Everything 
that could be done by hand was, 
in order to provide employment. 
We had 5,800 skilled tradesmen 
working for us in the summer of 
1936 and a lot of unskilled work¬ 
ers. 

“Business was very competitive 
in those days and companies were 
always coming up with new prod¬ 
ucts to try out. Lots of things 
that became common in the con¬ 
struction industry were first tried 
out here, such as threaded cop¬ 
per fittings for water pipes, brass 
plumbing in the waste system, 
and the glass blocks used in Cen¬ 
ter School over some of the door-

cording to Assistant City Man¬ 
ager Michael McLaughlin. He 
said that power was not restored 
to residences on Eastway until 
about 11:30 a.m. on Tuesday, and 
that Morrison Drive in Glen Ora/ 
Windsor Green still was without 
power at 2 p.m. on Tuesday. Ac¬ 
cording to Leta Mach, information 
specialist for Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. both electrical and phone 
service were out on Monday 
morning at the administration 
building on Hamilton Place. 

In Roosevelt Center, stores 
were open as power was restored 
early in the day. High's manager 
Jim Meade served coffee to a 
steady stream of customers, some 
carrying trays of steaming cups 
or larger thermoses home and 
many others lingering to stay 
warm and share stories. Over at 
the Greenbelt Carryout, Golden 
Joe became Reliable Joe, saying, 
“Thanks to a dedicated staff and 
my family ... it was a day like 
any other day—the sun was shin, 
ing. . . At the Coop grocery, 
staff struggled to keep frozen 
food solid and, confessed manager 
Bob Davis, they “prayed a lot." 

Around the city, wood, coal and 
gas stoves served residents and 
sometimes less fortunate neigh¬ 
bors. A Maplewood Court resi¬ 
dent was seen walking home from 
a neighbor's house with a large 
tea pot, topped with a knit 


“cosy" under one arm and a 
thermos under the other. 

Young entrepreneurs, armed 
with shovels, ran from house to 
house, offering to clear walks and 
driveways—for a price. 

Damage to Trees 

The biggest long-term storm 
loss, however, was damage to 
Green-belt's green. Downed trees 
and limbs were everywhere. 
Smith said that evergreens and 
Bradford pear trees were the 
hardest hit. The pear trees in 
Roosevelt Mall and on Hanover 
Parkway seemed to have sustain¬ 
ed the greatest damage, with one 
or more limbs off almost each 
one. In some cases the pear trees 
had split down the trunk, Smith 
said. Other flowering trees also 
suffered. A large flowering plum 
was reported down in the 5 Court 
of Laurel Hill and a peach tree 
was uprooted in front of 15 Park¬ 
way. 

Fourteen trees on city or pri¬ 
vate property along Crescent Road 
were down, some partially block¬ 
ing the street. The Spellman pe¬ 
destrian overpass was blocked for 
a while by fallen evergreens on 
the path leading to it from Green¬ 
belt East. A large tree in front 
of the apartments across from 
the library had broken and fallen 
against a power pole guy wire, 
pulling the pole out of plumb. A 
large limb broke off the tree in 
front of the city administration

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building and partially blocked 
Crescent. By Tuesday, the GHI 
maintenance department had a 
two-page list of places where 
trees and limbs were down in the 
cooperative. 

Many residents lost valuable 
trees which will take years to 
replace. In some cases falling 
limbs also caused damage to 
homes. At 3-E Laurel Hill, Bar¬ 
bara Schmidt said that she lost 
three tall pine trees, which were 
uprooted or snapped off. Some 
damage was caused to the rear 
of her home when they fell, she 
said. On Lastner Lane, consid¬ 
erable damage to trees on private 
property was reported. 

Many trees in the lake park 
were damaged, with one large 
specimen poised to fall on the 
lake path near the concession 
stand, reported by council mem¬ 
ber Antoinette Bram at Monday 
night's council session.

ment of debt. When it is surplus 
land, however, the agency acquir¬ 
ing the land must assume that 
responsibility. The question here 
is whether Greenbelt should be 
responsible for the debt accrued 
during the eight years between 
the time the land was declared 
surplus and the actual transfer". 

The legislators wanted to know 
if there were any way that the 
retroactive debt could be forgiven 
by the state. “The City is being 
asked to pay the debt on land 
which it did not have and could 
not use for any public purpose", 
they asserted. 

A concerned Richard Castaldi, 
Prince Georges County Council¬ 
man, said, “When we were ready 
to turn the land over to the city, 
the county had not been aware of 
the state's wanting to recapture 
the debt". 

In Castaldi's view, “The money 
bad already been paid by the 
people of the state. Why pay for 
it again?” He stressed that the 
parkland would be used for a 


public purpose and would be open 
to everyone. 

Bill Monk, the county's liaison 
to municipalities, told the News 
Review, “We are prepared to 
move forward with the resolution 
to transfer the land to Greenbelt 
pending the city and state reach¬ 
ing agreement". 

In October Glendening observed 
that if the retroactive bonded in¬ 
debtedness was not reduced or 
eliminated by the state adminis¬ 
tratively or legislatively, then 
“we will see if some kind of 
sh a r e d arrangement can be 
made".

ways and on stairways for a 
decorative effect, 

“Along about election time in 
1936, the President made one of 
his visits and we built ramps for 
his wheelchair so his handicap 
wouldn’t be so obvious. There 
were ramps to the housing he 
visited, the center and to the 
school. After he had made his 
tour, there was a futuristic art 
exhibit at the school, and then he 
spoke to everyone—the workers 
and visitors—on the hill by the 
school.” 

Walsh Barcus, 2-Court Garden¬ 
way, was a payroll clerk and time 
keeper on the Greenbelt construc¬ 
tion project. He moved to 54-C 
Crescent Road with his new bride 
in March, 1938. 

“As a time keeper—one of sev¬ 
eral — I was assigned several 
groups of workers. Duties of the 
time keeper included meeting 
trains from Baltimore and Wash¬ 
ington in the morning and issuing 
buttons to the workers as they 
got off the trains and before they 
got on trucks to ride in to Green¬ 
belt (Tugwell Town as I believe 
it was called in those days). 

“There were three different col¬ 
ored buttons—white for laborers 
—yellow for semi-skilled — and 
red for skilled workers. Each 
group was authorized a specific 
number of hours each month. 

“I recall three groups. One 
group dug the basements in the 
1-Court Gardenway. These men 
dug the dirt with hand shovels. 
Another group poured concrete 
for the floorings in the apart¬ 
ments on Parkway. Concrete was 
poured in buckets or carts with 
wheels that these men pushed to 
the first, second, or third floors 
as they poured that floor. A third 
group consisted of the stone ma¬ 
sons who laid the rip-rap on the 
face of the dam. 

“I remember President Roose¬ 
velt coming out in a touring car 
—top down — and pouring the 
first fish in the lake.” 

From Louis Couchoud, 73 Court 
Ridge Road: 

“It was in 1936 that I came to 
Greenbelt as a plumber with 
the Resettlement Administration. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was Presi¬ 
dent then. I can tell you the 
exact spot on Crescent Road

where F.D.R, shook hands with 
me and some coworkers above the 
underpass—in front of the Cen¬ 
ter. I remember his long cig¬ 
arette holder, battered hat and 
friendly smile. 

“At that time I was living in 
the District of Columbia. In order 
to get to Greenbelt which then 
was a beautiful wilderness, I took 
a train from Union Station to 
Beltsville, where a truck met us 
(the workers) and took us to 
Greenbelt, I remember working 
on the Center, also the houses 
surrounding it. I remember how 
the lake was made. Trees were 
cut down, and the stumps were 
removed by picks and shovels. It 
was formed into a bowl shape 
and dammed up on one end. It 
took a long time for the little 
stream that ran through it to 
fill it. Later it was stocked with 
fish.”

Lakeside Citizens Group 
Organizes Against Beetles 

Under the leadership of the 
Lakeside Citizens Association 
(LCA), Lakeside residents, the 
city of Greenbelt and adjacent 
condominium maintenance com¬ 
panies are planning to “Do 
Something” about Japanese bee¬ 
tles. A communitiy-wide treat¬ 
ment of grass areas with milky 
spore, an ecologically safe meth¬ 
od of killing the grubs of Japa¬ 
nese beetles and related insects, 
will be undertaken in early 
March. The milky spore kills the 
grubs which feed on grass roots 
(Zoysia as well as other grasses) 
and removes a source of food for 
moles which feed on the grubs. 
According to Japanese Specialists 
Corporation, the Silver Spring 
firm chosen to treat the area, 
milky spore is harmless to hu¬ 
mans, animals, and beneficial in¬ 
sects. 

Through the efforts of the LCA, 
the Lakeside area was treated 
about 12 years ago with great 
success. For many years prac¬ 
tically no beetles were seen in 
the area which had been treated. 
About two years ago, the beetles 
began to be seen again in small 
numbers. Without the new treat¬ 
ment, those numbers would un¬ 
doubtedly grow each year. 

The specialists who will apply 
the spore must wait for the 
ground to thaw in early March so 
the spore (applied as a powder) 
will be carried down to the level 
of the grubs. 

Residents of Lakeside who have 
not been contacted or have mis¬ 
laid their information as well as 
representatives of other citizens 
associations are invited to con¬ 
tact LCA board member John Gil- 
key, 345-5931, for further infor¬ 
mation. The list of participants 
will remain open until treatment 
starts in early March.
